A PURELY PURITAN DAY. 
The !>oa smooth and the wind light, the 
race vra, to be over the inside course, and 
therefore there was an immense crowd of 
steamboats, tugs and tailing vessels of every 
description early on their way to the start­ 
ing point in the narrows. 
The excursion 
boats were crowded, and everybody bubbled 
over with enthusiasm. 
All night long the two rivsd yachts lay at 
anchor, the Genesta off Tompkins ville and 
the Puritan off Stapleton. 
The sailors on

SÒME FACTS ABOUT THE INDIANA 
TRUSTEE FRAUDS. 


How the E ngineer of tho Swindle M anaged 
His Scheme—A Donane» in School sup­ 
plies—An 
Honest 
Cincinnata» — 
Pollard’s Accom odating Spirit. 


Chicago , Sept 15.—The Times has the 
following special from Vinceooeti, Ind.: 
There probably has never been a greater 
piece of rascality unearthed than the town- 
ship trustee swindle# , engineered by R B. 
Pollard, 
of 
Indianapolis, 
Ureensburg, 
Washington, and other plaoes too numerous 
to ^mention. 
Pollard practiced his decep­ 
tion to perfection, and he not only hood­ 
winked his victims, but robbed them as well 
It is said at Washington that be con­ 
spired with Clarke of Barr township, to is- 
sue bonds on tfcd credit of his township. 
Clarke, after making out the warrant*, 
handed them over to Pollard, who sold them 
to speculators, and kept all the money, and 
refused to divide with his dupe. 
8 . B. 
Davies, who is now trustee of Vermillion 
county, says: 
“ I could easily contract, according to tbs 
present laws of this state, a debt of $65,000 
for school supplies if I wanted to, and I 
don't 
believe 
my 
bondsmen 
could 
be 
held 
responsible. 
There 
are 
plenty 
of 
men 
who 
would 
divide 
profits with me in a scheme of this kind, 
and they would urge me to buy all kinds of 
useless supplies li they could. 
1 know of a 
school-furnishing establishment in Chicago 
that boards trustees free when they go up 
tberet they ride them around iu free car­ 
riages, and get them to Chicago without ex­ 
pense; not a cent of the cost of such living 
is paid by the,trustee if he is at all agreeable 
to the establishment’s 
plans. 
But, 
of 
course, if they can’t handle him as they 
please it is otherwise. But the people have 
to pay for their extravagance. 
The house 
expects a big order for such nice treatment, 
and expects to charge big priooa 
There is 
a certain trustee that I know who went to 
Chicago to buy $ 600 or $ 800 worth of school 
furniture. 
The 
trustee 
had 
an 
eye 
to 
business. 
He 
was 
conscientious 
and 
true-hearted. 
and 
he 
proposed 
to buy the goods as ohe*p)y as possi­ 
ble. 
He did not like the prices given him 
by one of the establishments he visited, and 
he hesitated. 
Finally, the proprietor told 
the trustee ii he would take the goods as 
billed ha would make him a present of a $ 2) 
bedstead. 
The trustee saw through the 
scheme and left at once. 
One school-furni­ 
ture man talked to me two hours one dey, 
telling me of many and divers ways in 
whiofa a township trustee could fleeoe and 
gouge£ the taxpayers and moke himself rich. 
He mentioned one trustee who purchased 
$ 35,000 worth 
of 
school 
supplies 
for 
his township on long tints, giving warrant« 
drawing 8 per cenl Interest. The agent 
said the trustee got $ 10,000 in oath for that 
order. 
Next April his time will be up. 
ID 
will then go 
west, comparatively rich. 
These men would gladly give a trustee a 
bonus of $ 2,000 for a $ 6,000 order, or a 
bonus of $3,000 for an order amounting to 
$ 10,000. ,1 have heard that certain tinu« 
are sending out circulars making such pro­ 
positions. 
Pollard *is the man who ap­ 
proached most of the trustees in this neigh­ 
borhood." 
Professor W. T. Fry, county superintend­ 
ent of Montgomery county, became alarmed 
at the evident crookedness around him, and 
went to Chicago with Professor Biughain, 
of Fountain county, to look up the matter. 
When Professor Fry returned he explained 
the operations of the school furniture agents 
as follows: 
“ They would go to tho county seat of u 
county school and secure the sorvices of 
some well-known citizen by means of a large 
fee. 
The sharper and the citizan would 
then attack the weakest trustee of the 
county. 
They would thrust a roll of money 
into his hands, saying, ‘Take it, it’s yours,’ 
offering no ex plan at! in whatever. 
If the 
victim hesitated they 
would insist that 
the mouey was free 
and 
belonged t> 
him. They would then leavo him and be 
gone several days or weeks probably, when 
they would return with their furniture ¡» lot. 
Tho trustee, with their money in hi« pocket, 
would naturally feel under obligation to or­ 
der a large amount of furniture and sup­ 
plies and giv e warrant'« in payment Th**

She Bailies In Boston Ruder Her Omroto

now of the reality of the movement among 
the Roman Catholic women of Boston to 
exercise this year the right of school suf­ 
frage.

Tho applicant« are for the most part well 
posted in the law relative to « voting and are 
well awaro of the stspj they must take to 
secure the partial right of citisensbip ac­ 
corded them by the statute. The registrars 
of voters are also having a lively time of it 
in entering the name* of9 ladies who want 
to vote this year on the school question.

were unmistakably Protestant aud « unmis­ 
takably acting under the impression that 
there is neod of prompt action to prevent 
the capture of the public schools by Roman 
Catholic voters for sectarian purposes.

It appears tha$ 
this kingly spo rt is as attractive as ever, 
tho ugh kings and their favo rites are no t no w 
the o nly perso ns who engage in it. Fo rtune, 
co t rank, enables o ne to hunt deer in the 
fo rests o f Great Britain at the present day. 
Last year, it is said, there were mo re brew­ 
ers and bankers than baro ns who went to 
the highlands o f Sco tlands to engage in 
stag-hunting. 
Several no blemen have been 
o bliged to rent o ut their deer fo rests in o r­ 
der to o btain mo ney to keep up their estab­ 
lishments. 
Ho race Greeley o nce info rmed 
a subscriber who asked him what he co n­ 
sidered the best building material, that 
he had never fo und anything that was 
as 
go o d as go ld. 
Go ld, and a large supply o f 
it, is essential to the deer hunter. 
____ 
It co sts in rent and care abo ut $200 to 
raise a stag, and nearly as much mo re to 
“ bag the game.” 
The carcass is o f no mo ney 
value to the hunter. 
Eno ugh fo r o ne ro ast 
may be reserved fo r his table, but the re­ 
mainder is given to attendants o r needy 
cro fters, o r sent as presents to friends at a 
distance. 
The co st o f taking a bunting 
party fro m Lo ndo n to the highlands and 
suppo rting them there during the hunting 
seaso n is very large. 
An army o f servants, 
o ne o r mo re packs o { ho und!-, and pro visio ns 
must be transpo rted. 
An expensive ho use 
must be erected and furnished. 
It has be­ 
co me the custo m to furnish emplo yment to 
all the cro fters and co tters in the vicinity o f 
a deer preserve during the hunting seaso n. 
The o wners o r lessees o f the fo rests desire to 
keep o n go o d terms with the neighbo ring 
inhabitants. 
The hunting seaso n is to them 
no t o nly a co ntinuo us ho liday, but a time 
fo r making mo ney. 
It is mo re pro fitable to 
them than to the hunters. 
DEER VERSUS SHEEP. 
The amo unt o f land in Sco tland devo ted 
to deer-raising is estimated at abo ut 2,000,- 
3J 0 acres. 
On this land abo ut 4,630 stags 
and an equal number o f hinds are sho t each 
year. 
The entire number o f the deer fam­ 
ily o n the 2,000,000 acres o f game preserve 
is estimated at 223,000. 
The rent put do wn 
fo r the deer fo rest this year amo unts to 
$1,160,000. 
Much has been said no t o nly in 
this co untry but in Great Britain o n the en- 
'rmity o f devo ting all this laud to the rais- 
ng o f do er, when it might be pro fitably em­ 
plo yed fo r the pro ductio n o f sheep and cat­ 
tle. 
The co mmissio ners appo inted to exam­ 
ine into the co nditio n o f the cro fters gave 
„ -reat attentio n 
to this matter. 
I here 
-eemed to bo abundant evidence that it was 
barely po ssible fo r o ne black-faced sheep to 
gain a ‘living during the grazing seaso n o n 
dx acres o f this barren land, while there 
1UV large tracts o n which twenty sheep 
wo uld find it difficult to make a living o n 
U'.J aero -. 
The mo st fa vo rable estimate was that all 
the deer fo rests in Sco tland, if utilized to 
the utmo st, might put o n the market 400,- 
jj sheep and lambs annually. 
It was ad- 
• rutted by all that the quality o f the mut­ 
to n wo uld be very po o r and mo st witnesses 
tho ught it wo uld be necessary to carry up 
fuo d to suppo rt the sheep during tho win­ 
ter. 
It was in evidence that the pro prieto rs 
f the deer fo rests kept the wo lves in sub­ 
jectio n and that they wo uld be likely to 
verrun the co untry if sheep were kept in- 
-teud o f deer. 
The deer are able to reach 
the branches o f tho stunted trees and to eat 
fo liage o n them when tho grass is sho rt o r 
lit gether wanting. 
They can also go lo ng 
listauces in search o f fo o l 
Iu the winter 
they cro p the bo ughs o f evergreens, an 1, 
iigging thro ugh the sno w with their feet, 
at the m jss and dried grass. 
IN FAVOR OF THE HUNTERa. 
The inhabitants o f the highlands, almo st 
witho ut exceptio n, gave testimo ny in favo r 
o f devo ting tho fo rests to breeding and rais- 
ii.g detr. 
The gillies and their kinsmen 
vi ’re all in favt r o f the hunters.

traders pro fited by their presence, 
and 
th ugbt they were the benefacto rs o f the 
co untry. 
Even tho so lemn parso ns wo re 
favo rable to keeping up tho ancient spo rt o f 
leer-stalking. 
They stated that no t o nly 
themselves but many o f their po o r parish- 
i tiers were under great o bligatio ns to tho

f o u r great planets 
just mentio ned are so near to us their at­ 
tractio n fo rces o ur satellites nearer o ur 
primary, thus increasing the attractio n o n 
o ur earth’s surface, and as a result densify- 
ing o ur atmo sphere. 
It was fo r this reaso n I predicted in The 
New Yo rk Insurance Times three years ago 
that the winters and summers o f 1884 and 
1885 wo uld be remarkable fo r their co ldno ss, 
fo r tho depth o f sno w in winter and the 
rainfall In summer, and ho w exactly this 
predictio n has been fulfilled! 
As the same 
co nditio ns will, to a certain degro « , exist, it 
is impo ssible that the winter o f 18SG can be

great sto rm o f Octo ber, 1869, kno wn as the 
Saxby sto rm, which was attended by a tidal 
wave and co mmitted such sad havo c o n the 
eastern co ast o f No rth America. 
On the 
17th and 18th i*?rfect calm will prevail o ver 
the greater part o f the co ntinent, tho air- 
current at Halifax, what little there may 
be, mo ving fro m the west 
At 4 o ’clo ck o n tho afterno o n o f the 19th 
(September, 1887), it will suddenly Giift 
fro m the so utheast 
No o no unless to ld 
wo uld imagine that this quiet shifting o f 
the flag o n the mast and the smo ke fro m tho 
chimney to p indicates tho beginning o f a 
sto rm which in fo ur ho urs will beco me o ne 
o f the greatest sto rms o f the century, and 
o ne that « ill be spo ken o f by o ther genera­ 
tio ns. 
The New Yo rk Maritime Ko gistcr 
stated in 1881 that my predictio n o f the 
sto rm o f fcvjpt 14, o f that year—tho o no in 
which tho Asia was lo st o n Lake Huro n with 
Ich* so uls o n bo ard —saved $8,000,000 wo rth
